1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

3. In each of claims 1, 14, 16, 31 and 32 (renumbered 1, 13, 17, 29 and 30, 
respectively), change "corresponding FD&C dyes" to— xanthine, monoazo, pyrazolone, 
triphenylmethane and indigoid color compounds-. In claim 1, line 6, cancel "or" (1 st 
occurrence) and change "or" (2 nd occurrence) to — and--. 

In claim 1 1 (renumbered claim 15), line 5, cancel "and... color" and line 9, after 
"and" add— then-. In claim 16 (renumbered claim 17), line 8, cancel "or" (1 st 
occurrence) and change "or" (2 nd occurrence) to— and-. In claim 21 (renumbered claim 
22), last line, after "fried" add— and wherein the potato pieces also contain a food grade 
color selected from the group consisting of, individually or in combination, xanthine, 
monoazo, pyrazolone, triphenylmethane, indigoid color compounds and aluminum salts 
of xanthine, monoazo, pyrazolone, triphenylmethane and indigoid color compounds 
extended on a substratum of alumina hydrate-. 

In claim 22 (renumbered claim 23), change "26" to— 21-. Cancel claims 26 and 
28. In claim 30 (renumbered claim 28), line 7, after "and" add— then-. 
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4. In the Abstract of the Disclosure: line 4, change "corresponding FD&C dyes' to— 
xanthine, monoazo, pyrazolone, triphenylmethane and indigoid color compounds-. 

5. In the title of the application, after "Product" add— And Method of Making--.
